Making up his concert programs 
Sousa did so without regard to the 
composer or the title of the selec- 
tion, but with great regard for its 
musical merit. At the same time 
he endeavored to present numbers 
in which the public was most in- 
terested. His musical library was 
one of the most complete in the 
world. 

Acceding to the wishes of his 
audiences, Sousa was one of the 
first famous bandmasters to intro- 
duce popular musie as encore num- 
bers at his concerts. He always 
believed that if a melody had mer- 


it it was worth dressing up suffi- 
ciently to be made part of a con- 
cert program and his exnerience 
was that the public responded 
warmly to his efforts along those 
lines. In recent years his programs 
included a fantasie of jazz, made 
up of half a dozen first-class jazz 
compositions. The, approval ex- 


pressed by the audiences, he said, | 


vindieated his judgment in doing 
that. 

Sousa’s musical worls include 
ten operas, many songs and suites, 
more than 100 marches and “Thy 
Last Crusade,’ perhaps his most 
pretentious work for orchestra, 
organ and choir, His manches, 
however, are the best known of 
his works. As far back as 
a foreign musical journal in an ar- 
ticle on martial music bestowed 
upon Sousa the title “March King” 
and it became known throughout 
the musical world as a synonym 
for his own name. 

The question “What do you con- 
sider your best composition?” was 
often put to Sousa. Invariably he 
yeplied: ‘In that respect I feel 
like the woman with several ba- 
bies; there is some good in all of 
them.’”’ And as frequently he ex- 
pressed his pride in his famous 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever,” 
which he believed to be his most 
popular march with the American 
people. 

Among others of Sousa’s march- 
es that were popular favorites 
were “The High School Cadet;” 
“Semper Fidelis;” “The Washing- 
ton Post;” “King Cotton;’ “El 
Capitan;” “Liberty Bell;” ‘Man- 
hattan Beach;” “The Thunderer.” 
In fact nearly every one of his 
marches were regarded as a favor— 
ite by a certoin following.

The poor old mule or cow 
cannot get their sweets unless we 
give it to them, and most of us 
allow our livestock to do without 
instead of supplying same. That 
old milk cow that has been feed- 
ing you and your babies for years 
is probably craving something 
sweet this very minute, She has 
surrendered all the sugar in her 
blood trying to give you a nice 
glass of sweet milk, yet you will 
not make the first effort to give 
her the necessary sweets for her 
upkeep. Sugar is a very necessary 
food for our mules and cows and 
we should see to it that they get 
their share. They do not need a 
large quantity, but they need some 
all along. Make it-a point to sup- 
ply the animals with sugar in or- 
der that they may work for you 
and may feed your family. 

ARK KA 

Right now is the time to plan 
a nice large patch of sorghum for 
your farm needs, You may not 
like sorghum syrup, and I do not 
blame you if you don’t—I cannot 
use much of it myself—but your 
cows, mules and hog's need all you 
ean grow. A two-horse farmer 
should have two barrels of sor- 
ghum syrup for his livestock. It 
will make your mules healthy and 
slick, it will make your hogs shed 
off and will make your milk cow 
give a lot more milk. One acre 
in sorghum is about the correct 
amount for a two-horse farm. Of 
course, you need your sugar cane 
just as you would if you did not 
plant the sorghum, ~

T would not advise you to plant 
!the small amber sorghum for syr- 
up-making. You can get the reg- 
ular cane from a good dealer and 
it will pay you to get the best. 
The Texas seeded cane is pretty 
good and will make a lot of syr- 
up, but T advise you to order the 
regular syrup sorghum.

State of Alabama 
A PROCLAMATION 
By The 
GOVERNOR 
WHISREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a cer 
tain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, which pro 
posed amendment is herein set out 


and ordered that the election be 
held on the First Tuesday in May 
in the year 1982, this date being 


more than three months from and 
after the final adjournment of the

All those loans were 
made for seed, feed and fertilizer, 
but quite a number of folks did 
not even know what the law was 
and they used the money for nu- 
merous other purposes. I do not 
know what the outcome will be.

In 
my opinion the man who got the 
money and used it for seed, feed 
and fertilizer is all right, provid- 
ed he used his crop to pay back as 
far as it would go. If you did not 
apply your crop on it, you might 
be in danger.

I have found one man who says 
that you need as many kudzu vines 
as you have cows. He says that 
it will take about two years to get 
it well rooted, but after then you 
can have an easy time. He says 
one cow cannot eat all that grows 
from one big vine. He further 
says that the vine should be in a 
damp place if you expect it to 
carry one cow all the summer, I 
do not know how true this claim 
is, but it is at least worth looking 
into. I’m not giving the name of 
this man, as I am afraid that his 
claim cannot be proven, 
EERE 
By the way, have you started to 
shelling your seed peanuts? I am 
sure that you have and I want to 
remind you that you should put 
them in good paper bags as soon 
as they are shelled, Put the sack 
nearly full, fold the sides in as 
you would a bag of meal and then 
tie it tight. This keeps the air 
from the nuts and they will stay 
fresh until you are ready to plant 
them. If you put them in a flour 
sack they will dry out and the 
husk wil break on many of them, 
which means they will not come 
up. My observation has been that 
a broken husk on a peanut means 
one that will not come up. It 
might be that they will come up 
occasionally, but it will not do to 
depend upon it. If you have not 
done so, get you a good supply of 
paper bags at once and put your 
shelled peanuts in the bags as fast 
as they are shelled, There is noth- 
ing you can do that will pay you 
better than putting your seed pea- 
nuts in paper bags as soon as they 
are shelled. 
ORE 
Broken stands in our crops is 
a high tax on all of us. Every 
skip in your érop means a loss to 
you. Seed of every kind is cheap 
this year and I believe we can 
put down plenty this time if we 
will get on the job. It has been 
ten years since I have seen any- 
thing like a stand of velvet beans 
in this county. The average far- 
mer never has more than two- 
thirds as many peanuts as he needs 
to the land, and the same thing is 
about true as to cotton. Let’s all 
try to plant plenty of seed this 
time and have good stands. We 
cannot make the crops unless we 
have them planted, and I believe 
that poor stands have cost the far- 
mers of this section enough to 
make us all independent if we only 
had the difference.

Purebred Bull Sale Is 
Arranged At Montg’y 


As a part of the movement to 
improve Alabama's agricultural 
wealth by bettering the livestock, 
a sale of purebred bulls, all pro- 
vided by Alabama breeders, will 
be held at the Union Stockyards 
in Montgomery April 14, Harry B. 
Snow, president of the chamber 
of commerce, announced on Wed- 
nesday of last week. 

The sale will offer an excellent 
demonstration of what can be done 
in Alabama as regards the live- 
stock industry, Mr. Snow said. It 
will be the first of its kind ever 
held in the state, with four differ- 
ent breeds of cattle exhibited. As 
the principal purpose is to improve 
the livestock of the state as a 
whole, the sires will be offered at 
popular prices. 

One of the aims of the livestock 
movement in Alabama is to place 
purebred sires on every farm, it 
was stated at the chamber of com- 
merce. Livestock raisers declare 
that “the sire is 50 per cent of the 
herd,” and that when purebred 
sires are provided the value of the 
herd is automatically doubled, It
